BERRA?

One of the biggest crowds of 
the day will pack into Connor 
Reserve this Sunday to watch 
Preston Rams play their first 
PSL match against the Canberra 
Arrows. 


Canberra, under new coach George 
Murray, will confront Preston under a 
cup final atmosphere as at least 10,000 
fervent local supporters urge their side 
on to great heights. 

Preston will hope for big things from 
Scottish import Douglas Brown. Only 22, 
the hard shooting Brown has been with 
Aberdeen, Clydebank, Sheffield United 
and Stranraer. He’s a brash, confident 
player who earned the nick-name of 
“Netzer” at Aberdeen after the great 
West German international Guenther 
Netzer, 

Canberra coach Murray knew Brown 
at Aberdeen and he has a high opinion of 
the Scot’s capabilities. 

“Brown's pot a terrific shot with both 
feet and he only needs a sight at goal to 
have a go,” said Murray. 

Murray has been here for a month in 
charge of a Canberra squad which has 
lost Danny Moulis to Sydney Olympic 
and Mike Milovanovic to Blacktown 
without buying replacements. 

So last year’s squad which finished 
tenth in a 14 team league faces up to an 
enlarged 16 team league and many oppo- 
sing sides which have been strengthened 
by new signings. 

Canberra has -a better PSL record 
away from home so Preston won't want 
to take the Arrows lightly. 

Canberra left back Harry Williams 
will find Preston’s dynamic Rob Cullen 
a handful. 

Cullen could ‘have made a name for 
himself in the BSL a couple of years ago 
but his decision fo stay with Preston is 
about to pay off. He’s fast, aggressive 
and fearless and his non-stop running 
will worry the life out of the Canberra 
back four. 

Williams is without doubt one of the 
finest full backs to have worn the yellow 
and gold for Australia but he will need 
all of his experience to keep Cullen in 
check. 

There should be a few bone crunching 
exchanges in midfield when Preston ca- 
ptain George McMillan gets into full

Makedonia is trying to sign Paul Dri- 
nozcky from Victorian Metro League 
club Melbourne but is seems that John 
Higham will be the strong man at the 
heart of the back four. 

Preston probably will strengthen its 
side before the second PSL game but at 
home against Canberra the fanatical 
cries of the local supporters should urge 
the home side on to victory.

The reason I'm saying this is 
not because I’m an eternal 
pessimist — far from it, I’m 
the eternal optimist. 

And I think an optimist in 
Australian soccer is a fellow 
who believes what’s going to 
be will be postponed. 


No, the reason for my fear is 
the decision taken by the PSL 
clubs in Sydney last Sunday to 
register themselves as a limit- 
ed liability company and to 
press for representation on the 
executive committee of the 
ASF. 


The name the PSL clubs 
hope to register under is the 
Australian Soccer League 
Ltd., trading under the banner 
of the Philips Soccer League 


It seems that the PSL clubs 
are determined to get repre- 
sentation on the ASF and some 
ASF executive members are 
just as adamant they should 
not. 


This has been a bone of con- 
tention for quite a while. It has 
to be resolved one way or an- 
other. 


It is something that can’t be 
Swept under the carpet and 
forgotten about. 


Not only is it too important, 


it’s a flaw in our set-up that 
could seriously damage soccer 
in this country. 


Let’s face it, whatever way 
you look at this situation, the 
PSL clubs deserve a say in 
their own destiny. 


It's just ridiculous that 
while Tasmania, Western 
Australia and Northern NSW 
have votes on matters con- 
cerning the PSL, the clubs 
themselves have no say at ASF 
level. 


it would not be allowed to 
happen anywhere else in the 
world and it is no longer going 
to be tolerated by the PSL 
clubs here. 


They are putting money into 
the PSL, they should have the 
right to plot their own destiny. 


This is democracy, this is 
what must be. 


The feeling that is running 
through the ranks of the PSL is 
that if they don’t get represen- 
tation on the ASF — all hell 
will break Joose, 


Of course with an indoor 
soccer league certain to start, 
there’s more than politics in- 
volved in this whole deal, 
there’s a great amount of 
money.

And Manchester United is a 
team that has to pick up an 
honor otherwise it’s total fail- 
ure.

| don’t owe Rudi Gutendorf 
any favors. 


For that matter he doesn't owe me any 
either. 

In fact I have spoken only briefly to the man 
a few times since he has been in Australia. 

Having said all that, the “‘get Rudi’’ witch- 
hunt going on in soccer circles at the moment 
is one of the sickest things I’ve seen in my 21 
years involvement in senior soccer in this 
country. 

My concern about the gutless undermining 
of Gutendorf, most of it from supposedly eth- 
ical and “professional’’ people (who don’t fire 
their own bullets, of course) is the effect it 
will have on the Australian teat for the vital 
World Cup elimination matches only a little 
over two months away. 

At the best of times Australia will have its 
hands full overcoming the competitive New 
Zealanders, without having half our soccer 
world undermining Gutendorf and his players. 

Australia’s qualification for Spain is more 
than vital to soccer’s future in this country. 

It is something which will benefit everyone 
in Australian soccer. - 

Likewise, non-qualification will not only 
have the reverse effect but throw soccer into 
the bridesmaid’s role in Australian sport 
again. 

This is no defence of Gutendorf, it is only 
put forward in the interests of the national 
team which will carry such a heavy burden in 
the coming months. Big 

Gutendorf is no different to any other 
coach. 

He has his faults, strengths and weaknesses 
and has made his fair share of mistakes. 

But the facts are that Australia plays what 
to me are our deciding games — against New 
Zealand — in the next three months and unless 
the national team gets the support it deserves 
our dreams of Spain could come to a sudden, 
and painful, end at the first hurdle, 

It’s amazing just how many people you 
speak to in soccer circles who are hoping that 
Australia doesn’t make it to spain.

Despite the pessimists, Australia has an ex- 
cellent chance of qualifying, on paper at least. 


Let’s face it, two teams qualify from our 
area. 


That means that we would have qualified 
for every World Cup to date — the 1978 effort 
being the only exception — had two nations 
qualified in the past. 


For me, Australia will qualify if it gets past 
New Zealand — its first two qualifying match- 
es. 

New Zealand, despite the stories about its 
lack of preparation, will provide Australia 
with its most uncomfortable moments, espe- 
cially in the first match in Auckland. 

Taiwan, Fiji and Indonesia shouldn't pose 
too many problems for the Socceroos 

If they do, we really don’t deserve to be in 
the World Cup.

Best off-season news for me was the long 
overdue recognition of Joe Marston in the 
New Year’s Honours list. : 

Marston, the former Australian captain and 
English First Division player and coach of 
APIA Leichhardt, Auburn and Sydney Olym- 
pic, has been a tremendous ambassador for 
the game for more years than I care to re- 
member. 

It is always difficult to rate players over 
various eras but Joe ranks as one of, if not the 
best player I have seen in Australia — and that 
includes all the imports you may care to throw 
in, 

We don’t all agree with Gutendorf's selec- 
ted players, the same as most didn’t with the 
Jelisaycic, Venglos, Vlasit® Resic or 
Shoulder national teams.

McLeod, Kevin Wall and Bill Morrey failed to 
flatter. McLeod should have taken two clear- 
cut chances. The first was in the first half 
when he was clean through but his attempt to 
stroke the ball past Juve keeper Alex Fan- 
toma was foiled by the base of the upright. 


His second chance came late in the game. 
He had ghosted into the clear at the far nost

but rather than volley he decided to try to 
steer the ball past Fantoma but shot wide. 


Fabio Incantalupo surged forward on coun- 
tless occasions, revelling in his new role wide 
in midfield. He looks stronger and faster than 
last year and looks set for a fine season. 


Fausto Tarquinio had little trouble as 
Juve’s new sweeper. 


But the way Ajax went forward new Juve 
coach Joe Wilson could have dusted the 
cobwebs off his old boots and done just as well 
at the heart of Juve’s defence. 


Stuart Cannell showed glimpses of his class 
but must hang his head low after selling the 
decisive goal. 


Cannell had the front position with In- 
cantalupo pressuring him. he tried to let the 
ball run out for a goal kick but under pressure 
from Incantalupo he changed his mind at the 
last minute and tried to tap the ball back to 
keeper Lou Denys. In nipped Gillan who 
turned and slammed the ball between denys 
and the near post to sink Ajax. — CRAIG

When you've got a State League 
championship and three Ampo! Cups to 
your credit it isn’t easy to settle for a 
season of struggling to avoid relegation.

We also get more South 
American and European 
soccer-on Wednesdays courte- 
sy of Channel 0 and the well- 
tried English variety on Satur- 
day lunchtimes (Ch 2) and late 
Sunday evenings on Channel 7. 

The ASF management com- 
mittee has looked closely at 
the increasing dosage of over- 
seas soccer being seen on our 
screens and its consensus was 
that it would stimulate inter- 
est in the game here, not turn 
people away from the more 
mundane local games. 

The ASF youth development 
officer, Brian Emery, said 
that the ASF had the right to 
stop television channels from 
showing soccer if it did not

I wonder also whether con- 
tinual watching of edited soc- 
cer, after much of the duller 
parts are clipped out on the 
editor’s desk, only adds to the 
discrepancy seen in quality be- 
tween our top soccer and that 
coming to us from Europe via 
television. 

Also, League and Aussie 
Rules, despite mammoth in- 
season media coverage have a 
virtual shut-down during the 
summer and spectators come 
to their opening games with 
appetites sharpened for 
‘League or ‘Rules action. 

Soccer gets no such summer 
relief. 

Of course there is one big 
spin-off benefit from seeing 
top soccer from various parts 
of the world. 

This comes to spectators, 
coaches and particularly 
players -who are able to ob- 
Serve differences, not only in 
standards, But in styles and 
techniques. 

Through observation, 
coaches and players will be 
able to add, to a greater or 
lesser degree, a new dimen- 
sion to their skills. 

Nevertheless, @ sport sur- 
vives on its spectator appeal, 
either on the terraces or via 
the television screen. 

Australian soccer is 
watched by far too few specta- 
tors on the terraces and until 
now has hardly ever been seen 
on television. 

While questioning the merit 
of the four-day a week diet of 
overseas soccer coming into 
our homes, there is no question 
about the tragic lack of tele- 
vision exposure for-our domes- 
tic game. 

It is generally conceded that 
no game today can survive as 
a spectator sport unless it has 
televisionexpostre. 

Look how the dying game of 
cricket in this country as in- 
jected into the public eye and 
public mind through Kerry 
Packer’s television. 

Some two years ago I rang 
up Mr Packer to ask him toget 
involved in soccer. 


He paid me the courtesy of 
listening, but then pointed out 
that he was too heavily com- 
mitted in other sporting areas, 


I really do wish that some-- 
one more influential than I had 
been able to reach his ear and 
persuade him of the enormous 
potential of soccer in this 
country. 


CONTRAST 


Since then we have had 
promises and haggles, but no 
tecal soccer on television, in 
the major capital cities, until 
now, via Channel 0. 

You cannot wii without tele- 
vsion on your side, 

That is a new fact of spor- 
.ting life. = 

The most dramati¢ impres- 
sion given to the loungeroom 
soccer spectator is the stark 
difference between the South 
American and English game. 

Somewhere in between 
those vastly differing styles is 
the soccer from countries such 
as Yugoslavia and Italy where 
we get some of the creativity 
of the South American game 
and the aggression and direct, 
long-ball play of the English. 

It is often said that the ideal 
style of soccer is one that 
would encompass the best 
aspects of the South American 
and English games. 

If the trend in soccer were 
to get increasingly closer to 
this soccer ideal, there is the 
danger of soccer’all over the 
world looking the same. 

I hope this ideal, integrated 
soccer style does not become 
universal. 

When I watch top basketball 
I find little, or no difference 
between the way they play it in 
Russia as opposed to Austra- 
lia, Italy, Germany, France 
and England. 

But an old lady with only one 
eye would be able to tell the 
difference in soccer style be- 
tween Uruguay and England. 

Just as she could tell the dif- 
ference between a classic 
boxer with the rapier left anda 
remorseless, stand-up non- 
stop slugger like Smokin’ Joe 
Frazier. 

The fight watcher always 
has enjoyed the contrasting 
styles of different boxers and 
the fight game has been richer 
because of the varied styles. 
So it is with soccer. 

Constantly I read criticism 
of the English direct syle of 
long ball play by European and 
South American coaches and 
other experts. 

But that is how the English

played goals which the English 
put on TV. 

The English spectator 
demands thrills and spills in 
the penalty area and the ag- 
gression and courage that go 
with it. 

The South American specta- 
tor demands skill all over the 
field from alt of the players. 

This pressure from specta- 
tors will tend to prevent the 
complete integration of soccer 
Styles. 

Climate will also inhibit 

total integration. 
* In countries with warm 
climates, short passing build- 
ups are less physically deman- 
ding than the long-ball game 
which requires long chasing by 
the strikers and long suppor- 
ting runs by midfielders and 
defenders. 

This is one of the reasons 
that the English national team 
is much more successful at 
home than it is playing in 
Europe in summer, when 
many national competitions, 
including last summer’s Eu- 
ropean Cup are held, or in the 
warmth of South America. 


It took almost 100 years for 
and foreign team to beat Eng- 
land at home. 

Englands only World Cup 
win was at home. 


GERMANY 


The one nation which 
appears to have integrated 
best the super skills of the 
South American game and the 
physical qualities of the Eng- 
lish, are the Germans. 


Once their style was some- 
what akin to the English, but a 
gradual metamophorsis has 
transformed the German 
game so that its Beckenbauers 
can match skills with the 
Latins and its Bertje Vogts’ 
can dish out with the Poms. 


The Germans have also 
spiced up their mixture of skill 
and determination with man- 
to-man marking in ‘defence 
and quick counter-attacks 
which overall has proven a 
very successful mix over 
recent years, at club and 
national team levels. 


Meanwhile the Yugoslavs, 
as I discoyered on a trip to 
their country, have adopted 
some of the German defensive 
strategies. 


Indeed, St George coach Yu- 
goslav Frank Arok, introduced 
the German man-to-mag de- 
lia 
when he first came here in the 
late 60's. 


The Italians still have on to 
the defence-in-depth strategy, 
though the Catenaccio system 
does now seem to be slowing 
crumbling. 


The Czechs, under Joe Veng- 
los, appear to be using one- 
touch soccer as their key, a 
strategy very much in vogue in 
England where too few players 
now seem to be able to dribble 
past opponents. 


In Australia we are seeing a 
whole range of these styles 
from varying teams, depend- 
ing on the nationality of 
players and coaches. There is 
a big difference in the way 
Alan Vest’s Newcastle plays 
and John Margaritis; South 
Melbourne. 


Because of our varying 
climate, most styles can be 
successful, depending on the 
quality of players. 


If summer soccer is in- 
troduced the South Mel- 
bourne short passing style 
would appear to be best suited 
to take advantage of it. 


REFEREES 


Most South American 
players whether defenders, 
midfielders or strikers, seem 
- to be able to get past players 
with feints and dribbles. 


Because of this we see a ter- 
rible amount of tripping in 
televised games from South 
America, especially Brazil. 


On the other hand I do like 
the way the Brazilian referees 
allow free kicks to be taken 
quickly, not necessarily from 
the exact spot where the of- 
fence took place, so that the 
flow of the game is not too 
drastically interrupted, 


I would like to see our refer- 
ees encourage this minimum 
interruption by allowing free 
kicks to be taken quickly, 
giving the attacking team 
some advantage, rather than 
allow opponents to get behind 
the ball because the referee 
wants the ball put on the same 
blade of grass where the foul 
took place, with opponents 10 
years away. 
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Accurate long passing is one 
of the most difficult skills in 
soccer and if you watch our 
— you will see how far we 
all behind English standards 
in this skill and also heading. 


The rather stiff English- 
men, on the other hand are not 
good models of how to receive 
the ball. 


The flexibility and relax- 
ation of the South Americans 
and to a lesser degree the cen- 
tral Europeans are the best 
models of the art of trapping 
and turning with the ball. 


For the art of dribbling, 
watch the Brazilians. 


They have so many ways of 
beating an opponent with the 
ball. 


BODEN 


Our best attacking players 
— Peter Sharne, Gary Cole, 
Mark Jankovic, Eddie Krnce- 
vic — are so limited in their 
ways of beating a defender. 


Generally it is a kick past an 
opponent and chase, a tech- 
nique which can be effective at 
times, but generally requires 
too much space behind a de- 
fender to be effective where 
dribbling skill is most needed 
— close to goal. 


Ken Boden is one of the few 
Australian players who can 
consistenly beat good defend- 
ers with feints, swerves and 
sleight of foot. 


He is a rarity here, just as 
he would be in his native Eng- 
land where dribbling is a lost 
art because of the insistence of 
coaches there who claim that 
“soccer is'a passing game’. 

t 


That statement, which I 
have also heard from Jimmy 
Shoulder ir an“over sim- 
plification which has further 
stereotyped soccer in Eng- 
land. 


Soccer is much more than 
just a passing game as we are 
seeing on the ‘box several 
times a week these days, 


It is the greatest, most 
mobile and creative game + 
which is why it is the number 
one spectator and participant 
Sport in the world.

The West Germans won the difficult 
away match against Bulgaria by 3-1 in 
Sofia and thus extended their two out- 
standing records: 


They were unbeaten in 23 internationals 
since Jupp Derwall took over in 1978 until 
Argentina beat them in the Mundialito 
tournament, and they remain undefeated 
in World Cup qualifying ties, also in 23 at- 
termpts! 

This was West Germany's first quali- 
fying match for 11 years — in 1974 as hosts 
and 1978 as holders they did not have to 
play any preliminary games. Their stars 
were Manny Kaltz, who scored twice 
(once from the penalty spot), while Rum- 
menigge got the third. Only then did Bul- 
garia manage a consolation goal. Their 
team, incidentally, included nine men 
(ten, counting one substitute) from the 
army team CSKA Sofia, who twice beat 
Nottingham Forest and knocked the 
holders out of the European Cup this sea- 
son. 

West Germany’s team manager, Der- 
wall, who normally does not praise indi- 
viduals, made an exception: “Kaltz wes 
outstanding, scoring two goals, he played 
superbly. 1 am more than satisfied. The 
whole team did well and beat one of the 
co-favourites in this group.” 

Rummenigge and Hanmsi Muller also 
earned compliments. Muller gave his 


like Schuster, was not released for the 
tournament of world champions, the Mun- 
dialito, in Uruguay. 


Derwall was again faced with the prob- 
lem of trying out other men in this crucial 
position, moreover as Schuster was also 
not available and in fact did not turn up in 
Bulgaria. This was the only sour note from 
the German point of view. Schuster 
claimed that he was suffering from gas- 
tric flu, yet he was able to train in Spain on 
the day before the international. He left it 
to Barcelona to explain his absence, but 
the club apparently sent a short message 
stating he would not be joining the squad 
in Sofia. Derwall was very cross, but sev- 
eral days later the two men had a heart to 
heart talk to clear the air. 

On the other hand, the redoubtable 
Rainer Bonhof was called up for the world 
tournament. Bonhof (51 caps) who last 
played for his country on April 2, is the 
last of the 1974 World Cup winning team. 
He missed the European Championship 
finals on account of an Achilles tendon in- 
jury, but has been playing well for his new 
club, Cologne, recently.
